THE fire-ravaged Wilkinson store in 
Woolwich was back in business at 
9am last Friday - defying the previous 
week’s riots. 

Greenwich Mayor Jim Gilman joined 
store managers and representatives 
from Greenwich and Lewisham Young 
People’s Theatre Group to officially 
reopen the store shortly before 9am 
last Friday. 

It opened less than two weeks after the 
store on Woolwich New Road was set

THE opening of 
Wilkinson is one 
of the first signs 
of Woolwich’s 
recovery from 
the disturbances 
which occurred a 
fortnight ago. 

As I write, 
the Mayor of 
Greenwich has 
just re-opened the 
store and it is a 
real pleasure to 
see so many of the 
young employees, 
recruited locally 
back in their jobs. 
We have been 
fully engaged 
in ensuring 
businesses do not 
fail in this critical 
period where 
many of them are 
struggling to trade. 
I am indebted to 
many council staff, 
our police and 
fire services and 
many others who 
have offered help 
and assistance 
to keep our local 
businesses afloat. 

I was pleased to 
welcome Bob Neill, 
local government 
minister to the 
borough on the day 
the government 
announced 
its assistance 
programmes. 

His visit also gave 
us the chance 
to try to shape 
the nature of 
the assistance 
programmes 
to what our 
businesses 
actually need. 

I am far less 
enamoured 
with our media. 

It is galling to 
witness Sky News 
interviewing 
rioters, dressed 
as though they 


were attending 
a paramilitary 
funeral, on 
the shores of 
Greenwich and 
then permitting 
them to walk away 
after confessing 
their crimes on 
camera. 

After the News 
of the World, it 
appears our media 
have learnt no 
moral lessons 
about how to 
behave. 

Even the BBC has 
not distinguished 
itself. They own 
our Big Screen 
in Woolwich 
and yet, despite 
showing the riots 
live and screening 
programmes like 
Crimewatch, 
they refuse to 
let us post CCTV 
images of rioters 
on their screen in 
Woolwich. 

The last thing 
Woolwich needs 
at this time is a 
media circus. 

What we need, 
what our 
shopkeepers need 
and what the 
hundreds of people 
who work in those 
shops need, is 
not a fixation 
with burnt out 
buildings but 
getting back into 
our shops and all 
of us buying what 
we need from our 
local businesses. 

If you want to 
support Woolwich, 
Eltham, Charlton 
or Thamesmead 
the answer is 
simple - shop 
there.

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Family concerned for missing teenager 


THE family of a missing 
teenager say they’re 
struggling to cope following 
her disappearance. 

As GT went to press 
17-year-old Amna Ali’ from 
Thamesmead was still 
missing. 

Amna was last seen at 
around 3pm on Wednesday, 
August 10, when she left 
the family home. Police 
say they’re worried about 
her and say she could have 
been using dating websites 
recently. 

Her father Mansoor Ali said 
he and his wife are desperate 
for news. “We’re just trying 
to cope - it’s a very, very 
difficult time. We really don’t 
know what has happened,” 
he told GT. “My wife told me 
she hadn’t come home and I 
just started running around 
on the streets trying to find 
her - 1 thought she may have 


crashed her car. When I 
couldn’t find her I contacted 
the police. My wife is crying 
all the time then when I 
see her upset I start crying 
myself.” 

Amna - who goes to school in 
Beckenham - failed to collect 
her AS results last Thursday 
and the family say it would 
be very out of character for 
her not to want to find out 
what she got. 

Amna is 5ft 4ins, slim built 
and has dark brown, curly 
hair and brown eyes - and 
hasn’t gone missing before. 
The last time she was seen, 
she was wearing a floral 
multi-coloured purple top, 
light pink purse bag worn 
across her body, large blue 
dangly earrings, brown and 
blue beaded bracelets and a 
distinctive necklace with a 
large ‘A’ pendant.

Nottle said: “Amna’s family 
are concerned about her 
welfare and want her to 
return home as soon as 
possible. We are aware 
that Amna had contacted a 
number of people on dating 
websites and it is possible 
that she might be meeting 


some of these individuals. 
Anyone with information 
should contact police in 
Greenwich as soon as 
possible.” 

Police add that Amna could 
also be using a different 
name - Amna Ali Khan, 
Aliyah Ali Khan, Amna Aliya 
and possibly the surname 
Dacosta. Police also have 
reasons to believe that 
she might have travelled 
to the Spark Hill area of 
Birmingham. 

One of Amna’s acquaintances 
is believed to have seen her 
in Catford around 10:30pm, 
whilst another teenager was 
able to contact her on her 
mobile phone on Saturday, 
August 13.

Council organises business support for riot victims 


GREENWICH Council is working 
hard to make sure local businesses 
get back on their feet after the riots. 

Last Tuesday small business owners 
were invited to a special business 
surgery where they could get advice and 
support from specialist agencies. And 
around 50 local businesses attended a 
Back to Business meeting in Woolwich - 
where the Woolwich Traders Forum was 
re-launched last Thursday. 

Business-owners were invited by 
Greenwich Mayor Jim Gillman who 
thanked businesses for their efforts in 
overcoming the challenges of recent days. 
“Re-launching the Woolwich Traders 
Forum will further help communication 
between traders and the council and 
police as we all move forward with the 
common goal of getting back to business 
in Woolwich, ”he told them. 

Businesses received information about 
the High Street Support Scheme after the 
government announced that Greenwich 
will get one of the largest shares of the 
fund - recognition that the borough was 
one of those worst hit by the civil unrest. 
The leader and chief executive of the 
Council, cabinet members and the 
police’s borough commander, Richard 
Wood, were all at last Thursday night’s 
meeting to answer any questions. 

Last Tuesday’s business surgery at 
the Citizens Gallery in Powis Street, 
Woolwich, was organised by the council 
to support smaller businesses affected by 
the disturbances. It followed an earlier 
breakfast meeting for larger organisations 
on August 12. 

Around 60 small business-owners went 
to the drop-in advice session where they 
got support and advice from around 11 
specialist agencies. 

Alex and Chris Chantry who own Laura 
C Jewellers in Eltham went to the surgery 
to see if their council tax could be deferred. 
Alex told GT: “We are feeling pretty 
deflated at the moment. The rioters ripped 
the shutters, smashed windows and doors 
and took around £15,000 worth of goods.” 

Solanki Pharat, who runs St James 
Pharmacy on Powis Street, told GT his 
shop had escaped major damage but that 
his business has been affected because 
of restricted access to the area while 


work was carried out on neighbouring 
businesses. He wanted to learn more 
about the government’s compensation 
scheme. 

Abdul Shakoor owns two shops in 
Woolwich - Broadway Shoes and Game 
X Boy - which were both vandalised and 
looted. Mr Shakoor lost around £25,000 
worth of stock and is now hoping to get 
some support from the government so he 
can survive. He said: “I’ve received some 
really good advice and help with regards 
to filling out insurance forms.” 

JP Bassi, who owns the off licence JP 
Stores explained that although the shop 
was not damaged in the rioting, it was 
forced to shut down for three days. 

“Business has been very slow. I came to 
get advice on some form of compensation 
from the government’s scheme and to see 
if I could have some discount on business 
rates, ”he told GT. 

After receiving calls from local people 
offering financial help, the council has 
now set up a ‘Greenwich Backing Local 
Business’ fund to help local businesses 
and residents who’ve been impacted. 

Greenwich Council leader Chris Roberts 
said: “We’ve established this fund to 
make sure that those who most need 
help can access funds quickly and easily. 
We’ve seen an outpouring of goodwill 
from the community in reaction to the 
attacks on our town centres and we have 
put the mechanisms in place to make 
sure that those who want to help really 
can make a direct difference to people 
whose lives have been badly affected by 
the actions of the rioters and looters”.

ablaze during the disturbances on the 
night of August 8. 

Managers paid tribute to dedicated 
staff who had worked tirelessly to 
make good the damage and get the 
store re-opened. Wilkinson’s staff from 
all over the South East also rallied 
round, with up to 60 people coming in 
from as far away as Essex and West 
Sussex every day. “We had to replace 
everything. All the stock was either 
destroyed, had to go for salvage, or 
needed to be sent back to our depot. 
Both our staff and colleagues from 
other branches spent time cleaning 
floors and shelves, and filling up 
the shelves. They also cleaned up 
the upstairs warehouse, which was 
damaged by soot,” acting manager 
Matt Rigby told GT. 

He added: “It’s unbelievable how 


quickly we were able to turn around 
the store, everyone was really geared 
up for it, and worked up to 10 hours 
a day to get it done. Wilkinson’s staff 
are really good and always up for a 
challenge - this is when they are at 
their best.” 

Customers initially had to enter the 
store through the car park in Vincent 
Road and Helen Street. But the 
pavement on Woolwich New Road was 
also reopened last Friday marking 
another step back to normality. 

The value home and leisure store 
opened on May 26 creating 89 jobs for 
local people. 

Also ravaged in the same building 
was the council run services for young 
people called The Point. They managed 
to relocate to the Riverside Centre 
within two days.

Charlton bosses urge communities to 
come together through power of sport 



ADDICKS boss Chris 
Powell has added his voice 
to calls for the capital’s 
professional football clubs 
to come together to use 
the power of the sport to 
address some of London’s 
most serious social issues. 

Last Monday, Charlton 
Community Trust vice- 
chairman Peter Varney 
appealed for London’s clubs to 
join forces under the umbrella 
- London United - in a bid to 
bring communities together 
in the wake of this month’s 
riots. 

And Powell, the former 
chairman of the Professional 
Footballers’ Association, 
believes now is the right time 
for football to play its part in 
healing the capital’s wounds. 

“As a football club, I feel we 
have a vital role to play in our 
community and our society,” 
said Chris. “That’s something 
we’ve always done at Charlton 
anyway, but it’s right at the 
forefront of people’s minds at 
the moment, and it’s arguably 
now more important than 
ever.” 

Charlton’s Carling Cup tie 
against Reading at The Valley 
on August 9 was postponed 
following advice from police 
after the disturbances across 
the city. 

But the impact of the riots 
has been most keenly felt 
within the trust, which 
comes into contact with 7,500 
youngsters on the streets 
of SE London each week. 
Varney explained: “The 
concept of London United 
is something that has been 
discussed with London 
mayor Boris Johnson. It was 
something that was used 
recently to support London’s 
bid to host the 2018 World

Cup but has never really 
been used effectively since. 
As a trust, we run numerous 
programmes which include 
projects aimed at tackling 
anti-social behaviour and 
diverting young people 
into positive activities.” 

Over the past three years, 
the Charlton trust has 
received national acclaim 
for its ‘Street Violence Ruins 
Lives’ initiative, which 
was prompted by the death 
of Addicks supporter Rob 


Knox in Sidcup in May 2008. 

Two seasons ago, Charlton’s 
home match with rivals 
Millwall saw both teams 
remove their sponsors’ logos 
from the front their shirts to 
replace them by the Street 
Violence Ruins Lives logo. 

“This demonstrates how 
football can work to promote 
key social messages,” said 
Varney, who is also the 
executive vice-chairman 
of the football club. 

He went on:“We are also the 


first football-related trust to 
appoint a crime reduction 
officer and the work he and 
his team are undertaking 
has had significant results 
with individual youngsters 
who have turned their backs 
on crime and are now in full- 
time education or pursuing 
a career. For example, one 
youngster previously arrested 
for carrying a knife is now 
studying to be an architect.” 

Peter added: “The pictures 
we have seen on our television 
screens in the last week 
are shocking but we need 
to recognise that the vast 
majority of young people in 
the capital are not involved 
in this type of behaviour. 
There is a small but sizeable 
minority that has become 
disconnected from society, 
and I believe football can 
play a role in using the power 
it has to get some of these 
youngsters back on track. 

“London United could be 
the vehicle to make this 
happen, and I hope that in the 
coming weeks and months the 
authorities will do what they 
can to make such an initiative 
a reality.” 


New base for The Point youth services 


A one-stop shop offering a range of 
advice services for young people has 
moved to a temporary new home 
after its premises in Woolwich New 
Road were damaged by fire in the 
riots. The Point has won awards for 
its youth support services. Hundreds 
of young people use the wide range 
of services each week, and setting up 
an alternative home for the service 
was one of the council’s top priorities. 
Within a day and a half, staff had 
reopened for business in their new 


temporary base at the Riverside 
Centre in Woolwich High Street. 
Services on offer include advice on 
education, training, employment and 
volunteering. Health-related advice 
includes a sexual health service, and 
support in dealing with drug and 
alcohol issues. There’s also a dedicated 
housing service offering advice on 
housing options and help for under 21s 
who are homeless after leaving care. 
Cllr Jackie Smith, cabinet member 
for children and young people, said: 


“August is a particularly critical time 
for young people making decisions about 
their future, once they have had their 
exam results. That made it all the more 
important to ensure that we kept this 
service running, and I’d like to thank 
everyone who worked so hard to ensure 
the services reopened so speedily.”

As GT went to press, around 62 
people had been arrested, including

in court. Most were being charged 
with burglary, and several for 
handling stolen goods, possession 
of Cannabis, violent disorder, and 
possession of an offensive weapon. 
Their ages ranged from 13 to 48.

Five of those arrested were of no 
fixed address, and 14 gave addresses 
from outside the borough. 

Borough Commander Richard Wood, 
the borough’s police chief, has again 
appealed for people to help the 
police in tracking down the rioters. 
He said: “Many arrests have 
already been made, but I would ask 
everyone to work with the police 
and help us identify those involved 
so we can arrest them at the first 
opportunity.” 

And he stressed: “I would also urge 
anyone involved in the disturbances 
to do the decent thing and give 
themselves up.” 

Greenwich Council leader Chris 
Roberts also repeated his appeal for 
local residents to do all they could 
to help the police trace the suspects: 
“I would look at the images of those 
people the police need to trace and 
report, in confidence, anyone that 
you recognise.”

Growing lor gold 

Gardening pupils make their mark at horticultural show

COOKING lessons are now on the 
menu for children at Bannockburn 
Primary School in Plumstead High 
Street. 

It’s the next stage in the school’s links 
with the Royal Horticultural Society 
(RHS), which have created a passionate 
interest among children to grow - and 
then cook -- their own vegetables. 

For the past year, children and staff have 
been working with Jim Bliss, one of the 
society’s horticulturalists, as part of the 
RHA’s Campaign for School Gardening. 
Since then, the school has built eight 
more raised vegetable beds to add to 
the two they had already, and grown a 
huge amount and variety of vegetables. 
“I’m truly impressed by all the progress 
and dedication at Bannockburn and am 
proud of what they have achieved,” said 
Jim. 

The pupils have now tried salads and 
vegetables they had not tasted before, 
and many have been served with school 
dinners. Sheldon, aged nine, said: “I 
didn’t used to like vegetables, but now I 
eat all kinds, especially peas and mange 
tout.” Kai said: “I enjoyed digging the 
poatoes up... I found a whopper!” Vaishna 
from Reception said: “I loved pulling 
the potatoes out of the ground. We then 
peeled the potatoes and made cheesy 
mash. Yummy.” And Howard added: “I 
enjoyed getting my hands dirty! The peas 
we grew were so tasty, I’ve never tasted 
peas like it before.” 

The young gardeners, aged three to 11, 
raised funds for a greenhouse, through 
a sponsored penalty shoot-out. They 
also hope to boost funds still further by 
growing enough plants and vegetables 
to sell and also by producing a cookbook. 

“Bannockburn will be expanding from 
September and we would like to extend 
gardening opportunities to our new site 
in Church Manorway,” said headteacher, 
Rob Carpenter. “The gardening has 
proved an inspiration across the 
curriculum.” 

Bannockburn’s after-school play 
club also built a scarecrow to enter a 
competition at the RHS Hampton Court 
Flower Show. The theme of the show 
was Lewis Caroll’s Alice’s Adventures 
in Wonderland and Alice Through 
the Looking Glass, and their 1.6 metre- 
tall creation was a royal blue caterpillar 
made from clay, chicken wire and shredded 
carrier bags, seated upon a dried willow 
toadstool. 

Called “Sir Caterpillar”, it was one of only 
45 to be shortlisted by the RHS for its July 
show as well as featuring in the show’s 
catalogue, newspapers and on the BBC. 

The school’s fundraising officer, 
Deborah O’Boyle, told GT: “The 
children spent a wonderful day in the 
palace grounds - participating in a press 
conference, talking to RHS officers 
and questioning garden designers. 
Everyone at Bannockburn was delighted 
to learn that visitors to the show had 
awarded Sir Caterpillar third place.” 

She added: “The children really enjoy 
gardening with Jim Bliss, who has also 
held evening sessions for our staff and 
staff from other schools. We’ve noticed the 
children’s attitude to eating vegetables 
has changed because they have grown 
them themselves, and they no longer say 
they don’t like them.”

SCREAMS of excitement, tears of 
joy, emotional embraces and pats 
on the back swept through the 
borough’s secondary schools on 
Thursday morning, as this year’s 
A-level results were handed out to 
hundreds of anxious students.

Your band 
information is on the letter that the Council sent you when 
you registered, or when your circumstances changed. 

Property adverts say which band can apply and any other criteria. 
When all the bids are received, the property is then offered to: 

For properties advertised for band A and band B - 

the applicant who has had this priority status for the longest time. 

For properties advertised for band C applicants - 

the applicant who has been registered on the Council’s list for the 

longest time. 


Band 

A is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including people 
moving due to demolition and those underoccupying 
their homes. 

B is for applicants the council must prioritise according to 
the law, particularly homeless people, and others with 
an urgent need to move for medical or welfare reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, including those 
that are in priority bands A and B. 


How do I apply?

O First, you’ve got to be on the housing waiting list to join the scheme.

Ahead of his Greenwich Comedy Festival appearance next month , 
funnyman Omid Djalili admits he suffers from crippling nerves 


THERE’S a good 
I I chance that 

< Omid Djalili is 

your favourite 
Iranian stand-up 
comedian. 

The fact that he’s got the 
market pretty well cornered 
shouldn’t count against 
him, and he’s back in the 
borough next month when the 
Greenwich Comedy Festival 
returns for another year. 

The festival is fast 
establishing itself as one of 
the hottest dates on the comic 
calendar. 

It’s on in the grounds of the 
Old Royal Naval College from 
September 5-11 and Omid 
plays the big top stage on 
Tuesday 6th. 

His new show is called Tour 
of Duty. It’s an ominous title 
but the comic insists it has 
nothing to do with falling out 
of love with stand up. 

“I put out a not-so-serious 
message on Twitter about 
what to call the show and I 
got about 200 responses,” he 
said. “Many of them were very 
clever. I particularly liked 
The Unbearable Lightness 
of Being Omid Djalili’. It 
hadn’t jumped out at me 
straight away but I saw the 
very first response back was 
Tour of Duty’ and I liked it. 

It reminded me of peace- 
keeping forces and the 
fact someone once 
said I was a 
bridge between 




and I thought, yes, I’m a 
bridge, and it’s about time I 
started charging a toll. £1 for 
cars, £2 for lorries and £17 for 
Smart cars. See how smart 
they feel now!” 

He comes across as a very 
confident man, but there are 
times when he is wracked 
with self doubt. He added: 
“Last Christmas I did a 
corporate gig and I was so 
nervous I couldn’t go on. I 
hadn’t done a gig in about a 
year. The event organisers 
were getting nervous that I 
wouldn’t go on so they cited 
all kinds of legality 



at me if I failed to perform. As 
I took to the stage my mind 
was telling me: ‘You’re going 
to die. You’re just a fat, needy 
man pleading for attention. 
You have no integrity and 
the act has no artistic merit. 
That’s why I’m here, for the 
money, not because I care or 
they care. They don’t even 
like me’.” 

But he finally plucked up the 
courage to face the crowd. 

“I went out with that devil on 
my shoulder, and on the other 
shoulder was another one 
saying: ‘listen to the devil on 
the other shoulder, he’s right’. 
“Then the opening joke got 
more laughs than I’d expected. 
I started thinking: ‘they’re 
laughing because you’re 
famous, not because you’re 
funny. It was at that moment 
I thought ‘Wow. They’re 
laughing and I’m not even 
funny. I’m going on tour’.” 
He’s got no reason to 
be insecure, he’s done 
two seasons of his own 
comedy show for BBC1, 
and starred as Fagin 
in the West End 

production of

Oliver. He’s also had a US 
sitcom for NBC The Paul 
Reiser Show, been in Howard 
Marks’ film, Mr Nice, and 
David Baddiel’s movie, The 
Infidel. 

Omid’s a deep thinker when 
it comes to comedy, and he’s 
worked hard on the structure 
of the show. “The show’s 
based on an Eleanor Roosevelt 
quote about the different 
levels of thinking. She said: 
‘Great minds talk about ideas, 
average minds talk about 
events, and small minds only 
talk about other people.’ 

“In stand-up, you do all those 
things - you talk about other 
people, you make sense of 
events and you elevate lofty 
ideas. Once you have set up 
the concept that great minds 
think about ideas, then you 
can say things like: ‘Doesn’t 
Ed Milliband look like Wallace 
from Wallace and Grommit?”’ 
In keeping with most people 
who are compelled to get on a 
stage, there is a side to Omid 
which yearns to please the 
crowd. 

“I think it’s always important 
to ask yourself ‘what should 
the audience feel at the end?”’

Dean Beadle pops into 
Eltham bookshop Ink 
and Folly to digest the 
memoirs of Britpop 
oddball Luke Haines 


# COLDPLAY, 

Rihanna and The 
Black Eyed Peas. 
They are artists 
who dominate the 
top of the charts and the gossip 
pages of the red-tops. However, 
it’s what quietly happens at the 
other end of the Top 100 that is 
most compelling. Faded pop stars 
vying for a comeback. Current 
acts who can’t get radio play and 
musical outsiders who are just 
breaking into the outskirts of the 
mainstream. And at some point 
or another, Luke Haines has been 
all three. 

One of the forerunners of the 
Britpop movement, his new 
memoir Post Everything: 

Outsider Rock And Roll sheds a 
little light on what happens at 
the bottom end of the charts. 

It’s easy to imagine Haines doing 
off-the-wall readings in elegant 
bookshops like Ink and Folly in 
Eltham. Perched on the edge of 
their huge leather arm chair, 
with a handful of devotees sat 
cross-legged at his feet, he’d try 
to read excerpts from the book 
but would soon digress into his 
favourite topic: “Things ain’t 
what they used to be.” 

The follow up to his first memoir, 
Bad Vibes, the book finds the 
author in the late 1990s. The 
Britpop Zeitgeist that he’d helped 
instigate was melting away, 
leaving him to contemplate 
where his life was heading. His 
acclaimed band The Auteurs 
were in the process of disbanding 
and Haines found himself “at 
the dawn of the rock and roll 
apocalypse”. This book charts his 
journey as he sets up new band 
Blackbox Recorder, finds love 
and - horror of horrors - has a hit 
single. 

A fascinating read for 
anyone who is interested in 
music (Daniel O’Donnell’s 
autobiography is probably 
best for those who aren’t), it 
highlights the backroom dealings 
and absurdities that occur in the 



music industry. Blunt, hilarious 
and frequently obscene this book 
is a brutally honest account of 
the ridiculousness of the world’s 
most fanciful industry. 

What shines through most 
strongly is the eccentricity of 
its author. But through his 
discussions with talking dead 
feline friends and his dream 
sequences with Biggie Smalls, 
Tupac Shakur and Bruce Lee, I 
was left wondering whether his 
imagination extends itself too far. 
The scene where Biggie and 
Tupac discuss the pros and cons 
of bourbon creams is inspired 
(Tupac prefers Custard Creams it 
would seem). 

Haines is one of music’s few 
remaining mavericks, and his 
spirit leaps off of the pages. 
However, sometimes he pushes 
the envelope too far and the book 
often becomes a self indulgent 
stream of consciousness. Of 
course in a memoir that can 
be forgiven to an extent. If a 
writer can’t be indulgent in 
an autobiography, where can 
they? But his habit of filling 
whole pages up with footnotes 
explaining obscure references 
and airing irrelevant opinions 
is not only self indulgent but 
distracting. 

Because the book finds the 
author at a crossroads in his life, 
reading it often feels like having 
front row seats at a midlife crisis. 
Though it does add a compelling 
car-crash element to the book, 
it can also make the reader 
feel like a voyeur as the author 
finds where he fits in the world. 
Luckily his irresistible humour,

cynicism and world-weary 
grumpiness save the book from 
the jaws of disaster. 

And as the book closes, with 
the unlikely scenario of Haines 
trying to mount a musical at 
the National Theatre, you can’t 
help but admire his artistry and 
bloody-mindedness, even if the 
author is at times hard to warm 
to. Perhaps if there were more 
people like Haines in the music 
industry the top of the charts 
wouldn’t be so predictable, 
insipid and dull.

Tragedy for cream 
of British acting 



THE cream of 
British acting - 
Michael Caine, 

Patrick Stewart,

- gathered together in 
one place. For one of the 
classics? A Shakespearian 
tragedy? Nearly. For a love 
story but with a difference - 
the characters are gnomes. 
Gnomeo and Juliet is 
the latest animated 
offering from Touchstone 
Pictures. Written and 
directed by Kelly Asbury, and 
set to Elton John’s record 
library - David Furnish was a 
producer - it is (very] loosely 
based on Shakespeare’s 
(almost] eponymous tragedy. 
The storyline is as expected 
with two rival families of 
suburban-dwelling gnomes 

- the Reds of 2B and the Blues 
of, wait for it, not 2 B - at each 
other’s throats. 

But a battle for a rare orchid 
leads to a blossoming romance 
with “Blue” Gnomeo (James 
McEvoy) in one corner and 
"Red” Juliet (Emily Blunt] in 
the other. While she is egged 
on by her best friend garden 
frog (Ashley Jensen) to the 
horror of her father, Lord 
Redbrick, (Michael Caine] he 
is held back by Benny (Matt 
Lucas) his best friend and his 
mother, Lady Blueberry (Maggie 
Smith). Numerous other 
strange creatures add to the 
chaos; a love-struck flamingo 
(Jim Cummings] umpteen 
blue rabbits and a life- 
threatening lawnmower (The 
Terrafirminator) with a mind of 
its own. Shakespeare himself 


(Patrick Stewart) is added to the 
fun, his observations on their 
revised denouement to his play 
both clever and amusing. 

While it is fun and it is lively 
and it is packed full of puns, 
it simply fails to hit home, its 
characters too shallow, its 
humour too light. This begs a 
question of these great actors - 
namely why accept the roles? It 
is surely not the money, nor the 
kudos, nor the script. But acting 
is a drug and the actors need 
their fix. Be they young (McEvoy) 
or be they old (Smith) it’s in 
their genes and in their blood. 

To speak the words, play the 
part, tell the tale and walk the 
boards. Animated or otherwise, 
they simply cannot refuse. 
Amusing in parts. 5/10.

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Under sevens step up to the 
crease for summer cricket course

MUMS and dads ‘stumped’ for ideas 
to keep their young children busy 
over the school holidays can now 
cash in on the current winning streak 
by England’s cricketers. 

Local cricket authorities want to ‘catch’ 
them young, and for the first time they 
are offering courses throughout August 
specifically for children from three to 
seven years old. 

Greenwich District Cricket is an arm 
of the Kent Crciket Board and helps to 
run all aspects of recreational cricket in 
Greenwich. Events are organised through 
the Greenwich District Development 
Group, which has been running summer 
courses for children aged eight and above 
for many years. But for the first time, 
coaching is now available for younger 
children - particularly those who have 
been thrilled by the national team’s 
victory run. 

The courses provide a basic grasp of 
the rules and techniques of the game, 
and take place at the John Roan Playing 
Fields in Kidbrooke Park Road, opposite 
Sutcliffe Park from 9.30am until 12.30pm 
each day. 

Skills include catching, relays, batting 
and bowling, all designed so children 



can pick them up quickly. Young player 
Trinity Kirk, aged six, said: “I like batting, 
bowling and catching and my favourite 
game was the throwing game.” 

Coach Graeme Moir, leader of the threes 
to sevens course, said: “I think it’s a great 
idea to get the kids starting cricket this 
early, and anything that gets them out 
and about has to be positive.” 

Parents can stay and watch, go home to 
catch up on the chores, or even play a bit 
of tennis on the tennis courts next door. 
Courses cost as little as £15 per day, or £50 
a week. There is also a pre and post-care 
service for working parents who want to 
drop off and pick up their kids outside 
course hours.
